Henry W. Kiel was inaugurated at 
noon today for a second four-year term 
as Mayor of St. Louis. Louis Nolte,

Bands Attract Crowds.

“You solemnly swear that you have 
all the qualifications and are not sub- 
ject' to any of the _ disqualifications 
named in this charter for the office 
you are about to assume; that you will 
support the constitution of the United 
States and of this State, and the charter 
and ordinances of this city; that you 
will be influenced only by the considera- 
tion of fitness in the appointment, pro- 
motion, demotion, suspension or dis- 
charge of officers or employes; that you 
will not expend or authorize the éx- 
penditure of money otherwise than for 
adequate consideration and effective 
service to the city; and that you will 
faithfully discharge the duties of your 
office.”’ 

The rotunda was elaborately decorated 
with flowers from municipal green-| 
house, and with American flags. Back 
of the inaugural platform an oil paint- 
ing of the Mayor was draped with flags. 
Brass eagies and shields were used in 
draping flags. 

The second floor was reserved for of- 
ficials, their personal friends and the 
press.

Louls would not come near reaching its 
quota unless business men and the com- 
munity generally should interest thein- 
selves in the recruiting campaign.

It is signed 
by the Navy League of St. Louis, but 
the league is really Lambert. In Kan- 
sas City the Navy League has a work- 
ing organization, and has raised $5000 to 
aid in recruiting work. 

‘‘Merchants could help us by putting 
recruiting signs, which we can furnish, 
on, their wagons. The Wells-Fargo and 
Adams express companies are doing 
this, on orders from their headquarters 
offices.”’

Commercial Messages Prohibited 
in First Naval District; Ships’ 
Apparatus to Be Sealed. 


BOSTON, April 17.—Naval authorities 


announced here pie Nas until further 
notice no commerc essages would be 
handled in the first naval district be- 


tween ships at sea and shore radio sta- 
tions. Wireless apparatus of all ships 
entering ports in this district will be 
sealed while the vessels are in ports. 

The announcement which was made 
by Lieut. Edward C. Blakeslee, District 
Communication Superintendent, is con- 
sidered by naval officials as one of the 
most important yet issued relating to 
wireless service. With the closing of all 
private radio stations ashore, naval 
authorities said this regulation ‘“‘prac- 
tically placed ihe wireless service in the 
first naval district beyond the possibil- 
ity of being an aid to an enemy.” 

The announcement says in part: 

‘“‘Merchant ships are cautioned when 
‘at séa to use their radio as little as 
possible and for the purpose only of re- 
porting the presence of enemy war 
vessels or reports of ships in distress. 

“The shore_radio stations will no long- 
er accept docking reports to owners. A 
general tightening up of the radio serv- 
ice is requested. 

“Instructions also are issued to mer- 
chant ships that upon entering ports of 
the first naval district their radio ap- 
paratus will be sealed and the antennae 
severed. A statement will be required 
from the captain of each vessel carry- 
ing wireless that he will not use his 
radio while in port.”

American Aviators Given Work 
of Dropping First Copies 
Over Enemy Lines. 


cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
PARIS, April 17.—The first copies of' 


President Wilson's addréss to Congress 
asking for the recognition of a state of 
war were dropped over the German lines 
just after daybreak this morning by 
American aviators stationed in the new- 
ly evacuated territory near St. Quentin. 


The Americans had asked to be per- 
mitted to drop the first package of 
pamphlets and it was Edward Parsons 
who first reached a point over the Ger- 
man trenches and tossed out his packet. 
Specially made up and tied with a para- 
chute-like arrangement the package fei) 
a little way and then burst open with 
the thousands of leaflets printed in Ger- 
man scattering like a snow squall. Oth- 
er aviators followed suit and soon the 
entire sector of the front seemed to be 
basteged by a’ raging blizzard for a few 
minutes. 

American Aviators Escape. 

The fleet scouting machines used by 
the Americans, as soon as relieved of 
the weight of the packages, bounded up 
into a safer altitude and just in time, 
too, as the Krupp anti-aircraft guns be- 
gan peppering them from all sides. From 
far inside the German territory bleck 
spots soon developed into a flock of 
Fokkers and Albatross and lL. V. G. ma- 
chines, racing to drive the Americans. 

The Americans had risen too high by 
the time the German aviators had ar- 
rived, however, and when they refused 
to be lured down within range of the 
anti-aircraft guns the Germans circled 
back homeward. 

The French aftillery and aviator ob- 
servers sent back reports thatthe 
shower of pamphlets caused a ‘great 
commotion behind the German lines, and 
that the soldiers scrambled out of the 
dugouts, grabbed copies and then hastily 
darted back underground. 

Later in the day a piayful German 
stuck a copy of the message he had 
picked up on his bayonet, waving 
above the German trench and inviting 
the French snipere to shoot at it. ‘The 
American escadrille will continue to 
scatter other copies. 

German Prisoners Provided. 
Meanwhile the much simpler task of 
placing a copy, in German, in the hands 
of every German soldier or civilian pris- 
oner in France, was put under way. In 
a very short time emissaries of the 
New York World and Post-Dispatch 
correspondent will have visited every 
prison camp and will have distributed 
enough copies to go around in each one.

BRITISH - HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, April 16, via London.—With 


j the hot flames of war raging along the 


entire Western front, British and French 
alike, it can be stated that each detail 
of the offensive 
out at prolonged conferences between 
Gen. Neville and Field Marshal Haig 
and the War Councils of France and 
England. : 

The part to be played by such belliger- 
ent has been definitely agreed upon, and 
a schedule has been arranged as for one 
— cohesive force. Various. tasks 

have, béen precisely allotted along the 
wide’ reaching battle lines and the re- 
sults thus far attained justify the con- 
clusion that the supreme military test of 
the war is near at hand. 

It was planned that the British should 
strike from Arras while the French 
guns were still roaring their preparation 
for infantry hostilities farther to the 
south. The swecesses gained in the first 
Stages of the HBritish advance have 
given the French great confidence in 
the inauguration of their own enter- 
prises. 

Allies Are Prepared. 

The whole struggle in the Western 
theater promises to be a titanic one. 
The Allies are prepared as never before 
in material and personnel and are co- 
operating with a smoothness which 


comes from a complete understanding 


of the work in hand. 

The Germans have more divisions on 
the Western front th would have 
been thought possible year ago, and 
however much of an “Easterner”’ Field 
Marshal Hindenburg may have been in 
the past, he will have to devote his 
entire time and attention to Western 
events for some weeks to come. 

Already a half score of Germany’s 
best divisions have been smashed to 
pieces by the British onslaught and 
their own unsuccessful counter at- 
tacks. The Bavarian divisions were 
sacrificed first, but the Prussian guard 
divisions thrown in to stem the British 
floodtide have been suffering such 
casualties in the last few days that 
they will have to be relieved. 

The Canadians accounted for a large 
contingent of grenadiers in the fighting 
about the Pimple, while yesterday's af- 
fair at Lagnicourt took its heaviest toll 
both in dead and prisoners from five 
German guard regiments. 

Trapped in Own Wire. 

It will ever be one of the most strik- 
ing pictures of this war, the rout of 
the Germans at Lagnicourt after what 
they believed to have been a successful! 
attack. Running for their own trenches, 
which were part of the famed Hinden- 
burg line, they were trapped by the 
barbed wire entanglements which had 
been built with such great strength and 
thickness in front of them. The boast of 
the Hindeburg line has been its belts of 
protective wire. 

Caught within the meshes of this wire, 
the German guardsmen screamed madly 
for help and guidance. Some, like 
trapped rabbits, scurried up and down 
the outer barrier, searching in vain for 
openings. The British troops, mean- 
time, had the greatest opportunity for 
open field rifle shooting since the battle 
of the Marne. Lying flat upon the 
ground, they poured bullets into the 
panic-stricken «ray-coated Germans un- 
til each man had fired a full 100 rounds. 

While this was going on, the British 
guns came into play with a shrapnel 
barrage, which completed the demolition

Bitish gun 
crews were rushéd up to man these 
weapons, which were turned around in 
their own pits, thus forming British 
gunnery outposts, while their own guns 
were moving forward. 

Explosions. continue within Lens and 
the outlying mine districts and there 
seems little doubt that the mines cer- 
tainly will be destroyed as far as pos- 
sible. Lens cathedral was still standing 
today, apparently little damaged, Fires 
were still seen inside the German linés. 
| About St. Quentin, at the southern 
point of British activity, there has 
been hard fighting, much of it being 
shand to hand. As one officer ex- 
pressed it; “Our men got in well 
with the bayonet, causing heavy 
losses to the enemy.” 

Irish Announce Results, 

The prisoners taken fn the southern 
parts of the line had heard nothing 
of the Arras fight, except that a 
British attack was somewhere 
crushed and that the Germans had 
taken hundreds of prisoners. A cer- 
tain Irish regiment fighting in the 
vicinity of Lens has, during a breath- 
ing spell, taken pains to inform the 
enemy of the results at Arras. Some 
of the adventurous spirits planted 
boards in no man’s land a few nights 
ago saying: “We took 9000 Huns 
yesterday.” 

The Germans endeavored all next 
day to shoot the board down, but did 
not succeed. That night the Irish 
planted a second board reading: 
“Sorry we made a mistake. Should 
have been 11,000 Huns instead of 
9000.” 

The Ipishmen fought with great 
bravery just under the brow of the 
Pimple on Vimy Ridge, and were up 
against a steady stream of machine 
gun fire from the Pimple until) the 
Canadians wiped it off the face of the 
earth. 

“We knew the Canadians would 
clear them out; so we didn't worry,’’ 
said a smiling Irishman today. 


EX-CZAR’S GUARD INCREASED 


He Is Forbidden to Talk Even to Wife 
Except in Presence of Others. 

LONDON, April 17.—A cable to the 
Express from Petrograd says: “Ac- 
cording to the Rusaky Volha, former 
Czar Nicholas afd his wife have been 
forbidden to communicate with each 
other or with their fellow prisoners, 
except in the presence of officers of 
their guard. Nicholas is confined to 
tnree rooms in the palace at Czarskoe 
Selo, under strict surveillance, and his 
guard has been increased. His menu, 
which, until now, has been abundant 
and varied, is now subject to certain 
restrictions. 

“These new restrictions on the lib- 
erty of the ex-Czar and former Czar- 
ina are the direct result of an attempt 
by members of the ex- Czar’s suite to 
communicate surreptitiously with the 
outside world.” 


FORD OFFER BIG SAVING TO U. 


Estimated at $8,500,000 2 Year in In- 
terest on Wer Bonds. 
DETROIT, Mich., April 17.—Henry 
Ford's offer of his ‘pérsonal fortune to 
the Government in time of war woull 
save the national! treasury approximate- 
ly $8,300,000 a year on the present war 
bond issue of $6,000,000,000. ¢ 
The statement attributed to Ford ‘n 
New York was that he would loan his 
personal. funds to the Government witr- 
out interest and in addition turn over 
his plant for the manufacture of war 
cupplies without profit, should the Gov- 
ernment require it. It is estimated that 
Ford could buy $100,000,000 of the $5,000,- 
000,000 issue. On the entire issue of 
bonds the thterest would be $175,000,000 a 
year. Ford would likely be giving the 

United States $3,500,000 a year.

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CROPS NN AUSTRIA 
ARE THREE WEEKS LATE 


Spring Weather and Peace Earn- 
estly Desired by 
People: 


BERNE, Switzerlarid, April 16, via 
Paris, April 17.—Peace and spring weath- 
er what the Austrian and Hunga- 
rian people most desire. During a long 
Stay in Vienna, whence the Associated 
Press correspondent has just come, there 
was observed every indication that the 
Government and the people are willing 
to accept any peace proposal leaving 
Austro-Hungarian territory intact and 
making no claims for war indemnity. 
By the same token there appears to be 
no decubt that the monarchy will con- 
tinue fighting unless these minimum 
conditions are met. While the House 
is extremely weary of the war, its mind 
is made up to persist in the struggle, 
to the end rather than accept humil- 
iating terms. 

The demands made on 
gary s economic resources and human 
reservoir by the War are beginning to 
reach the limit of bearableness and the 
severe winter, whose after-effects are 
still felt, tended to increase the great 
burden borne by the population. ‘The 
cowing of crops is about three weeks be- 
hind, which causes considerabie anxiety, 
notwithstanding the fact that the win- 
ter crops are reported as in good con- 
dition. Spring weather is awaited eag- 
erly for the planting of potatoes and 
other summer crops. 

The lateness of the season has been 
the cause of deferring the calling to the 
colors of the recent levies of recruits 
who will start training May 15 instead 
of April 15. 

Vienna and other large cities continue 
to struggle with food problems which 
are due largely to the extremely poor 
conditions of transport. The long war 
has caused a general depression of rail- 
road tracks and rolling stock. Another 
factor in the food shortage in the cities 
is the short-sighted system of regula- 
tions, ‘eaving comporative plenty. in 
many rural districts, while the thickly 
sections are in want. 
Although food prices in Vienna are three 
times normal, it is still possible to pro- 
cure supplies in far-off districts almost 
as cheaply and easily as in times of 
peace. 

The Government regulations have been 
far from successful in many respects, 
although thus far they have served to

The Alligator Oil Clothing Co. got an 
order for 50,000 ponchos, a rubber blan- 
ket. This order totaled $137,000. Most 
of the big dry goods stores got large 
orders for sheeting and pillow cases. 
while hardware concerns got orders for 
shovels, axes, picks and other ‘ine. 
ments used in trench digging. Many 
small concerns who were able to supply 
smaller quantities at reasonable prices 
also were given orders.

ACTS OF TREASON | 


ARE DEFINED BY 
THE PRESIDENT 


Warning Given That Their Com- 
mission Will Be Prosecuted 
Vigorously. 


EXTREME PENALTY DEATH 


Failure to Report Knowledge of 
‘Violations by ‘Others 
Constitutes Guilt. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—-Resicen‘s 
of the United States, both citizens and 
aliens were wurned today in a procla- 
mation by President Wilson that the 
Government would, prosecute vigorously 
persons committing acts of. treason, 
either within this countr, or elsew rere. 
The President quoted constitutional legal 
mandates against treason. including the 
authorized punishments by deach or by 
heavy fine and imprisonment and cited 
court decisions to show that negl«-‘t to 
report knowledge of treasonable acts, or 
attempts to shield persons accused, also 
constitute guilt. 

PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 

The President's proclamation fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, all persons in the United 
States, citizens as well as aliens, 
should be informed of the penalties 
which they will incur for any failure 
to bear true allegiance to the United 
States; 

“‘Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 
son, President of the United States, 
hereby issue this proclamation to call 
especial attention to the following 
provisions of the Constitution and 
the laws of the United States: 

“Section 3 of Article III of the 
Constitution provides, in part: ‘Trea- 
son against the United States, shall 
consist only in levying war against 
them, or in adhering to. their 
enemies, giving them aid and com- 
fort.’ 

Criminal Cede Provisions, 

“The criminal code of the United 
States provides: 

‘Section 1—Whoever, owing alleg- 
iance to the United States, levies 
War against them, or adheres to 
their enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort within the United States or 
elsewhere_is guilty of treagon. 

‘Section .—Whoever is convicted 
of treason shall suffer death; or, at 
the discretion of the court, shall be 
imprisoned not less than five years 
and fined not less than $10,000, to be 

levied on and collected out of any 
or all of his property, real or per- 
sonal, of which he was the owner at 
the time of committing such treason, 
any sale or eonveyance to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, and every 
persen so convicted of treason sknll, 
moreover, be incapable of hoalding 
any office under the United States. 

“ *Bection 3—-Whoever, owing al-~ 
legiance to the United States and 
having knowledge of the commission 
of any treason against them conceals 
and does not, as soon as may be, 
disclose and make known the carne 
to the President or to some Judge 
of the United States, or to the ‘tiov- 
ernor or to some Judge or Tustice 
of a particular State, is guilty of 
misprision or treason and shall be 
imprisoned not more than seven 
years and fined not more than $10’. 

* ‘Section 6—If two or more persons 
in any State or Territory, or in any 
place subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States, conspire t»> over- 
throw, put down or to destrny by 
force the Government of the United 
States or to levy war agains! them, 
or to oppose by force the authority 
thereof, or by force to preven:, hin- 
der, or delay the execution of any 
law of the United States or by force 
to seize, take, or posseas any proper- 
ty of the United States contrary to 
the authority thereof, they stall each 
be fined not more than $5), or im- 
prisoned not more than six vears, 
or both.’ 

Treasonable Acts. 

"The courts of the United States 
have stated the following acta to be 
treasonable: 

“The use or attempted use’ of any 
force or violence against the Govern- 
ment of the United States, or its mil- 
itary or naval forces. 

‘The acquisition, use or d.sposal or 
any property with knowledve that :t 
is to be, or with intent that it shall 
be of assistance to the enemy in their 
hostilities against the United States; 

‘The performance of any act or 
the publication of statements .r in- 
formation which will give or supply, 
in any way, comfort to the eneiuiles 


‘year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and seventeen, and of the 
independence of the United States of 
America the one hiindred and forty- 
first.

Bought Elsewhere to the Au- 
thorities in Atlanta. 


LONG CONSIDERED WASTE 


Search Is Being Made for Gen. | 


McCallum’s Heirs, Who Will 
Get Securities. 


Special to the Post- Dispatch ; 
ATLANTA, Ga., April 17.—Anxiety of 


a Russian junk dealer to avoid collision 
with the laws relating to national de- 
fense in this time of war has led to the 
uncovering here of a lot of railway and 
other securities, valued at $100,000, and 
Civil War documents of great historical 
value which have been lost to public 
view for scores of years. 

They were originally the property of 
Gen. D. C. McCallum, commander of the 
Union army that captured and burned 
Atlanta during the war between the 
states from 1861-5, and are now veing 
held while search for the McCallum 
heirs is being made. 

From all the information available 
here it appears that when Gen. McUal- 
lum died in a New York boarding house 
many years ago, his trunk, without 0c- 
ing opened, was placed in a basement of 
the house, where it remained for several! 
years. Finally the trunk, still unopened, 
was bought by a junk dealer in thf! 
city, who subsequently sold it to another 
dealer, the latter later removing to this 
city, bringing a packet of papers that he 
had taken from the trunk. 

Did Not Know Value. 

The new owner, a Russian who had 
been in the United States but a short 
while, did not comprehend the nature 
of the documents and hid them. Re- 
cently he ‘became disturbed over the 
frequent arrests of foreigners found 
wit Government documents in thei: 
passession and sought advice as to how 
he’should proceed with those in his pos- 
session. 

It was in this way that the papers 
were brought to light, and it is rerarded 
as singular that they should thus turn 
up in the city for the destruction o/ 
which more than half a century ago 
Gen. McCallum was promoted from 
Colonel to the rang of General for ‘“‘val- 
uabie services to his country.” 

Among the papers are documents con- 
taining the signature of President Abra- 
ham Lincoln, President Andrew John- 
son, Secretary of War Stanton and other 
high officials of the United States, to- 
gether with the United States sea! 
There are also many official telegrams 
transmitted to him from the authorities 
in Washington and from Gens. Meade 
and Halleck during the Civil War: com- 
missions signed by Abraham Lincoln's 
own hand as well as by Presidert 
Johnson, and other documents of equal 
historic interest, including Gen. Mc- 
Callum’s unsigned will. 


Bulk to College. 

Had McCallum signed the will, it 
would have disinherited his son, Paric, 
whom, other documents found in the 
trunk show, he had previously made a 
partner in the McCallum Bridge Co..

WOLFF DEFENDS BERNSTORFF 
AND THE -GERMAN-AMERISANS 


Berlin Editor Says Many Germans in 
U. S. Are Out of Sympathy With 
Prussian Caste Privilege. 
COPENHAGAN, April 16, via Iondon, 
April 17.—In today’s Berlin Tageblatt 
Theodore Wolff deferded Count von 
Bernstorff and German-Americans 
against attacks in the conservative and 
pan-German press. The latest attack 
was in the Kreuz Zeitung, in which it 
was asserted that the Washington em- 
bassy had been perhaps the weakest 
point in the whole system of German 
diplomacy. Wolff declares that this 

charge is false. 

As for German-Americans, he says: 
‘The Germans whom the jingo writers 
now wish to disown and repudiate for 
failing in their mission in America have 
a lecitimate grievance against the pan- 
German jingoes whose extravagance of 
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ianguage and action has made any at- 
tempt to explain:and defend Germany 
futile. Many of the German-Americans 
are out of sympathy with the Prussia 
of caste privilege and bureaucratic tute- 
lage, but if Prussia and the empire had 
a complete rebirth, obstacles to love and 
attachment of the old fatherland would 
disappear."’ 

The writer declares that those who, 
efter working for months to bring about 
war with the United States, now profess 
disappointment and are doomed to fur- 
ther surprises. He warns them that 
the old autocratic Russia, on which he 
says they relied for support of their re- 
actionary policies, is gone forever.

FORTY AIRPLANES 
BEING TURNED QUI 
AMONTHFOR ARMY 


Manufacturers Expect to Be Able 
to Produce 2000 by End 
of Two Years. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—During the 
next year aeroplane manufactuers of 
the United States will be able to turn 
out for the army and navy 640 flying 
machines. The output at the end of two 
years is put at 2000 machines, and at 
the end of three years at more than 6000. 
These figures are based on careful es- 
timates made by army and civilian ex- 


perts after a survey of the facilithes’ 


and resources of the manufacturers. 

The army alone wants thousands of 
aeroplanes at once, but at present they 
are being turned out at the rate of 
about 4 a month, with an increasing 
ratio. Factories are working to full ca- 
pacity, and some of them may go broke 
in their efforts to comply with the de- 
mands of the Government. 

The plans of the army alone for the 
next three years calls for 3700 machines 
by the end of the next fiscal year, 6070 
during the second year and 9300 at the 
end of the third. These machines are 
of the school tyBe for use in training 
flyers for the army. In addition, if it 
becomes necessary to send a force to 
Europe, the United States will require 


‘a large number of scouting machines, 


battle planes and other types of air- 
craft used by the European belligerents. 


"Army Has Only 200 Machines. 
THe army now has less than 200 aero- 


planes, whereas something like 10,000 
young men and some young women have 
signified their desire to enter the avia- 
tion service. This branch of the army 
has been so exploited that officials are 
swamped with applications. Every pri- 
vate and army school is filied to capaci- 
ty at present. 

Would-be flyers are required to take 
a preliminary course of four months. 
This merely fits them to go ahead, but 
does not make seasoned flyers of them. 
The idea is to train three new squads 
of prospective flyers every year, giving 
each a course of four months. 

With the expanding facilities of the 
schools and an increasing output of 
aeroplanes it will be possible to train a 
much larger number of ayiators at one 
time. As many as 75 officers are now 
students at the military school] at San 
Diego, Ca]. Other officers are learning 
to fly elsewhere. All available ma- 
chines are being utilizéd for schoo! pur- 
poses. 

For eight years before Aug. 9, 1916, 
Congress appropriated a little more than 
$1,000,000 for aviation. On that date 
$13,000,000 was appropriated—a good deal 
more money than was asked for. It 
quickly developed that there were nu- 
merous things about the development 
of aviation which monm®€y cannot buy. 

Industry Was Neglected. 

The first and most important is time. 
The aeroplane industry in this country 
had been neglected for years. The in- 
dustry is one requiring the highest 
grade of mechanical skill. The only 
way a man can learn to do the work is 
by actual practical practice and experi- 
ence. 

The failure of the army to develop a 
great flying corps is due primarily to 
the fact that machines are not available. 
Aeroplane manufacturers are absuived 
from blame by officials who are familiar 
with the facts. Most of the manufa«- 
turers spend a jot of their time in Wash- 
ington. Glenn P. Curtiss, for example. 
is spending most of his time here and 
has virtually placed himself at the dis- 
posal of the War Department. 

The Curtiss plants are making aero- 
planes and hydroplanes for Great Brit- 
ain and the allies, but Curtiss is ready 
to stop this work whenever the United 
States Government says the word-and 
devote his plants to the work of turning 
out machines for the army and navy, 
though to do go at this time might seri- 
ously embarrass the allies. 

Two high-ranking officers of the Brit- 
ish and French flying corps have been 
detailed to duty with the War Depart- 
ment to assist in building up the avia- 
tion arm. The new war budget carries 
$60,000,000 for aviation, but development 
will continue to be limtied despite this 
large sum.

LONDON, April 17.—Admiral’Sir John 
R. Jellicoe, British First Sea Lord, told 


ithe Associated Press yesterday that 


anything and everything in the way of 
small craft, from destroyers ,to tugs, 
would be the most useful contribution 
that the United States could make to 
the war against Germa.z submarines. In 
this connection, the First Sea Lord as- 
serted that the best hunting ground for 
raiders on this side of the water, as 
the possibility of German submarines 
operating on the American coagt is al- 
most negligible unless they have a base 
on that side. 

“I have no desire to minimize to the 
American people,". said the Admiral, 
‘the serious situation prevailing as a 
result of the illegal use of submarines 
by the Germans. Neither is it easy 
for us to take them into our confidence 
and tel) them what we are doing to 
cope with the evil, without providing the 
Germans with useful information. No 
methods existed in the past for fighting 
the submerged submarine, and the new 
inventions and processes for that pur- 
pose take time to develop. We are giv- 
ing your ravy all the information in 
our possession, and, knowing its record. 
we have the great confidence that 
American inventive genius will supple- 
ment it with valuable contributions. 


Tonnage Must Be Saved, ‘ 
“As far as the feeding of the allied 


populations is concerned, our efforts 
must be concentrated on saving ton- 
nage, while bringing in the necessary 
supplies, in order to minimize the effect

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|of the submarine warfare. As you prob- 
,ably know, we have bought large quan- 
‘tities of wheat in Australia, but, as the 
round voyage takes four times as long 
as that to America, the bringing of this 
wheat takes four times as much ton- 
nage as the carrying of American wheat 
to the allied Powers. We, therefore, 
require all the wheat we can obtain 
from America and Canada. 

“Our food situation is by no means 
as desperate as the Germans want to 
believe it is, but, on the other hand, 
it is more serious than many of our own 
people realize. Our-own shipping suf- 
fered very little more in March than 
during the first month of unrestricted 
submarine warfare and other tonnage 
sunk during that period was in much 
the same position, and there is no very 
marked method of combating the evil. 
What has been accomplished is the re- 
sult of inventions and process which 
take time to develop, and the Govern- 
ment is well aware of the fact that im- 
mediate results could not be expected. 

‘'The increasing armament of our mer- 
cantile marine has made submarines far 
more cautious, and more submerged at- 
tacks are taking place. Of course, this 
has one advantage, inasmuch as the 
raiders must depend upon their torpe- 
does for such attacks, and, being able 
to carry only a limited number, musi 
return to port sooner than when they 
made their attacks from the surface. 
Your Navy Department knows just how 
many submarines we have sunk, but the 
exact number of U-boats that have wtu- 
ally never returned to port is known 
only to the German Admiralty, which, 
naturally, does not give us this in- 
formation. 

Small Craft Protection. 

“Against a submerged attack, a host 
of small craft forms the best protection 
We can use everything from destroyers 
to tugs of any size. The danger of 
showing a periscope when the submarine 
may have a bomb dropped on it, or ba 
rammed, is one which our enemy doer 
not like to face. But the escraft must 
be used in the zone where submarines 
operate, and such a zone is hardly likely 
to be extended to the American coast 
German submarines cannot operate over 
there effectively without a base, and I 
am eure that your magnificent navy will 
have no trouble in patrolling the Mexi- 
can Gulf coast, on which a base might 
exist, while the entrance of Cuba into 
the war on the side of the allies deprives 
the Germans of the best place they 
might have secured for such bages. 

“I have already warned your Navy 
Department that submarine mine layers 
may visit your coast, dump their cargo 
and return. But the damage they will 
do will not prove extensive, as each 
boat only carries about thirty mines. 
These mine layers have dropped their 
mines everywhere about our coast, and 
if I had the exact figures at hand of 
the number we have swept up and de- 
stroyed you would be astonished. 


Strategy Undergoes Change. 

“It cannot be denied that naval strat- 
egy has undergone a vast change as the 
result of the illegal use by Germany of 
submarines. Of course, it is also unde- 
niable that their use legitimately has 
changed naval warfare. But the legiti- 
mate change is not so great nor so dif- 
fieult to cope with as the illegal use of 
submarines. Their advent as a fighting 
weapon has made a coast blockade of 
an enemy's coast impossible and has 
added to the difficulties we face on ac- 
count of the natural features of the 
German coast line for either attack or 
defense. 

“Against navral Germany the British 
isies are tipped the wrong way. One of 
the disadvantages under which we suf- 
fered during the early part of the war 
was that we had no harbor in the North 
Sea big enough to hold the growing 
grand fleet where it could be within 


‘easy striking distance of the enemy. 


One of the most striking results of the 
legitimate use of submarines has been 
to compel heavy ships, in order to ob- 
tain protection from their attacks, to be 


accompanied by destroyers when they ' 
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put to sea, and this fact reduces the 
radius of actid1 of a fleet on account 
of the limited fuel capacity of the de- 
stroyers. 

Change in Naval Policy. 

“The most striking feature of the 
change in our historic naval policy re- 
sulting from the illegal use of subma- 
rines and from the fact that the enemy 
surface ships have been driven from 
the sea, is that we have been compelled 
to abandon a definite offensive policy 
for one which may be called an offen- 
sive defensive, since our only active 
enemy is the submarine engaged in pira- 
cy and murder. 

“We must give our mercantile fleet a 
measure of protection which would not 
be dreamed of if the Germans merely 
used their U-boats for legitimate naval 
warfare, and s0 many of our smaller 
warships must be used for this purpose 
that the ‘tip and run’ raid becomes 4 
possibility while our own blockading 
efforts suffer. This again brings 
back to the importance of small craf 
for the protection of the mercantile ma- 
rine. But they cannot end the subma- 
rine menace by merely Keeping the U- 
boats beneath the water. \ve want to 
end the evil by destroying the boats, 
and we mean to do it. The solution of 
this. problem offers plenty of scope for 
the inventive genius of both navies. 


Seebréixze a Problem. 

‘‘Seebrugge forms another of our prob- 
lems. It is difficult to deal with now, 
owing to German occupation and forti- 
fication of the belgian coast. No naval 
officer, even before this war, ever be- 
Heved that it was the business of a 
capital ship to stand up against a land 
fort, as land guns always have greater 
facilities for finding the range than a 
gun mounted on a ship. 


“But: the fortified Belgian coast is a 
fact which we have to face, and the 
German destroyers’ maintained there 
have made our work of guarding the 
Straits of Dover more difficult. The 
Germans in their tip and run raids, dur- 
ing which they have committed addi- 
tional illegality and the inhumanity 
of bombarding open towns, have the 
great advantage of choosing the time 
of attack, and when as many as 30 
destroyers can attack a patrol 
can gain some idea of the number 
of vessels we need to guard con- 


you 


met them more than once at night, but 
it is difficult to ensure that the meet- 
ing shall not find us in considerable in- 
feriority, owing to the disposition neces- 
sary of a watching force. 

Quotes From Mahan. 

“In conclusion, I cannot do better than 
quote from your great author, Capt. Ma- 
han, in his volume, ‘The Interest of 
America in Sea Power, Present and Fu- 
ture.’

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PANIC PRICES FOR FOODS. 
A “greater and better farm crop” conference 
has been called for Jefferson City on April 23. 

Mayor Kiel has issued a proclamation urging 
back-yard gardens. 

Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Carl Vroo- 
man is touring the West planning a mobiliza- 
tion of all the forces of food production. 

Secretary of the Interior Lane proposes the or- 
ganization of a “farm army” to supplement the 
-efforts of the armies in the field. 

But however much relief these plans may prom- 
ise for the future, they are only to be surveyed 
with alarm by consumers in the present. Every 
time a new suggestion takes shape for a vast 
increase in yields, every time a further assurance 
is received that all the power of the Government 
will be exerted for the prevention of a shortage 
in foods, every time a new indication of unprece- 
dented acreages and unsurpassed abundance in 
harvests appears, the current market quotations 
are given a stiff boost upwards. 

The. May wheat option advanced 13 cents on 
the St. Louis market yesterday. Cash wheat 
went up to $2.75. 

What the market-riggers are trying to do is, of 
course, plain. They suspect that the Government 
will sooner or later take over afl or a large part 
of the available supply of cereals. They figure 
on forcing the Government to pay an extortionate 
price—placing the cost in advance at so dismay- 
ing a figure as to handicap the beneficent plan. 


timate loss. Government resources are not to be 
used to stabilize fictitious values for speculators. 
The British Government's first proposal for tak- 
ing over the entire Canadian wheat crop for this 
year was $1.30 a bushel. This was held to pro- 
vide too little incentive for farmers and the final 
offer was to guarantee not less than $1.50, with 
$1.90 as the absolute maximum. 

Practical measures for the protection of the 
consumer in the present and reserving the legiti- 
mate rewards of the new crop in July to the 
grower, not the speculator, form one of the most 
important war problems to which Congress must 
give attention. 

J. Ogden Armour, the packer, is spading up the 
lawn at his home to plant potatoes. All he needs 
now is to plant a few onions and the Armour 
family can be sure of its beef stew, regardless of 
how the war goes. 
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A DISAPPOINTING VETO. 

True State economy may be retarded instead of 
promoted by Gov. Gardner's veto of the appro- 
priation for blind industrial workers. 

The least impressive of the reasons for the veto 
is that the chief beneficiaries would be St. Lou- 
isans. A beginning with this philanthropy had 
to be made somewhere and it was made in the 
community where the most blind reside. An early 
extension of the work to other parts of the State 
had been planned. : 

More humane treatment for these unfortunates 
had been demanded by the people in the vote ap- 
proving the amendment authorizing pensions for 
the blind. A wiser measure decided on by ben- 
evolent Missourians was the establishment of in- 
dustrial shops in ‘which self-respecting blind per- 
sons might escape pauperization and become self- 
supporting. As the blind are not efficient in the 
Same degree as other persons, the minimum wage 
paid of $1.50 a day resulted in deficits which a 
modest public appropriation of $25,000 a year was 
designed to meet. 

The practical disappearance of blind mendi- 
cants from St. Louis streets showed the value of 
the experiment. The veto is disappointing but 
furnishes new incentives to private generosity to 
continue the excellent work. 
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MEXICO’S ‘‘PRIENDHSIP.’’ 

The best thing in the Carranza address to the 
new Mexican Congress is the information that it 
gives of the continuing alertness of olur own Gov- 
ernment, in the following paragraph: 

Still, I am obliged to inform Congress that 
the “American Government, notwithstanding 
its desire to encourage friendship with us, 
has not raised the embargo on arms ani am- 
munition consigned to this Government. 

From the American point of view it appears 
essentially consistent with a “desire to encour- 
age friendship” that we shall withhold from 
them the effective means of disturbing those re- 
lations. 
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Here is a gem of reasoning from the Germany 
of Kant and Hegel. Says the Berlin Volks 
Zeitung: “Freemasonry is largely responsible 
for the war. Wilson, Bryan and Roosevelt are 
Freemasons and Freemasonry ‘is rampant in al! 
departments of the American Government.” 

JOHN ELLISON’S CHOICE. 

The rest of the world, outside the profession, 
will surely pardon us if we turn aside for a mo- 
ment and shed a few tears of sympathy and re- 
gret for a brother in misfortune.

OUR PATRIOTIC JAPANESE CITIZENS 

The representatives of a Japanese newspaper at 
Honolulu is on his way to Washington to get a 
ruling from the War Department on the miiltary 
status of 25,000 Japanese in the islands who wish 
to enlist. 

It is not generally known that there are many 
thousands of Japanese in the Hawaiian Islands 
who are citizens of the United States, and who 
therefore not only have the right but owe the 
duty of defending this country. A Japanese sub- 
ject, in common with the peoples of all races 
which are neither white nor black, may not be- 
come a naturalized citizen of the United States, 
through the normal processes of naturalization, 
yet they may become citizens through such col- 
lective naturalization as is incident to the annex- 


ation of territory. 
By section 4 of the act of Congress of April 


80, 1900, after annexation of Hawaii, it was de- 
clared that ‘‘all persons who were citizens of the 


republic of Hawaii, on Aug. 12, 1898,” are “de- 
clared to be citizens of the United States and 
citizens of the Territory of Hawaii.” Thus Japa- 
nese, as well as Chinese, persons born or nat- 
uralized in Hawaii previously to Aug. 12, 1898, 
are citizens. 

The 1910 census placed the number of Japanese 
in the Hawaiian Islands at 79,600, many of whom 
had come to the islands during the preceding 10 
years. However, a very large number became 
citizens through annexation and many more have 
become so since through birth within the terri- 


tory.

THE BLUNDER. 
By Theodore Marburg of the Vigilantes, Former- 
erly United States Minister to Belgium. 
In the whole course of history no man has 


ever made so great h mistake as the German 
Kaiser. Milton pictured such a mistake on 
the part of an angel when he described Sa- 
tan’s revolt in heaven. But the annals of men 
will be searched in vain for a parallel. 

If there was any nation which already had 
@ place in the sun and which was enjoying the 
freedom of the seas, it was Germany. Her 
foreign and domestic commerce were growing 
by leaps and bounds. The German language 
clothed such treasures of literature and of 
knowledge, historic and scientific, that men of 
other tongues everywhere must needs study 
it. In the application of science to industry, . 
in the government of cities, in the successful 
struggle against poverty, in that battle which 
brings lasting gain—not the battle of man 
against man tut the battle of man against 
nature—Germany was setting an example to 
the world. The same may be said of her in 
respect of at least one department of art—that 
highest expression of human emotion—music. 
True and permanent conquest—conquest by 
the spirit—was hers. She need only have sat 
still and everything that was worth while 
would have come to her. 

A warped judgment, further weakened by 
deadness to the moral law, has brought all 
this down in ruins. Typifying and accentuat- 
ing the tendencies of a ruthless military 
class, it has brought untold disaster on the 
world. Did ever lack of gray matter in one 
brain and dearth of human feeling in one 
heart bring such a flood of misery upon men 
as this? If the world does not actually for- 
bid the continual existence of a system which 
permits the accident of birth under autocratic 
rule to decide the happiness or ruin of millions 
of men, surely it will at least deny to this one 
individual and to his unhappy heir, who has 
out-Caesared Caesar, further possibility for 
evil. 

The need of the hour is to beat Germany. 
But running side by side with this task is the 
duty of being ready, when this war is over, 
with an intelligent and practical plan to dis- 
courage future war. The latter has high and 
enduring importance. It must not bé over- 
looked even in the midst of the stern busi- 
ness in which we are now engaged. —

“If men are unwilling to let women 
fiy at the front, why, hke® us show our 
willingness to serve, to be useful, by 
doing any kind of odd chores they are 
willing to delegate to us.

I can teach 
and my pupils in their turn can teacn 
others, releasing men for service. 
‘‘Admiral Peary and other experts 
have called attention to our need of 
an aerial coast patrol. For this thou- 
sands of men will be required. I be- 
lieve women flyers should be allowed 
to serve in this patrol as well as men. 
The Govetnment won't pay attention to 
women flyers because there are so few 
of us, not more than half a dozen pos- 
sibly in the whole country. Not so 
many years ago women who could run 
their own motor. cars were just as 
rare, but today they are being enrolled 
everywhere for_war service and nobody 
thinks anything of it, just because there 
are so many of them. I want my vol- 
unteers for the Suffrage Flying Corps 
to be women with some sort of knowl- 
edge of engines. A woman who can 
run an aytomobile can learn to fly a 
biplane. I think there must be 10 or a 
dozen rich young women who would be 
willing to learn to fly and serve Amer- 
ica in this woman’s unit. I don’t want 
tg be captain or to have any other 
title; you understand I’m not looking 
for glory. All I want is to do a little 
bit to help.

“Even assuming that they never send 
us to the fighting line and I never get 
a chance to reconnoiter for an Ameri- 
can army in France, as I hope,’’ Mrs.

The invention of the hanging pendu- 
lum was the indirect cause of tall clock 
making.

The first tal! clocks were made 
with a long case, the. dia! retaining 
many features of the lantern timepieces. 
With the adoption of this style an ens 
tirely different scheme of construction 
Sprang into existence. The clock be- 
came a piece)of furniture and was con- 
sidered worthy of the cabinetmaker’s 
consideration. Early cases had the 
Straight cornice seen on cupboards and 
high chests of drawers. The design was 
plain, dignified, and very architectural. 
If rather ponderous, it was, on the other 
hand, finely executed, and to a few 
* * * more attractive than the types 
Which succeeded it—although less fa- 
mous. Most of the clocks found in this 
country (the United States) are of the 
later period, whert the scroll top had re- 
placed the straight cornice, and when 
ornamental brasses were a part of the 
decoration. 

Early dials were of brass, and the dial 
plate was square. When the arched dial 
plate came into existence, there was 
scope for ornament over the clock face: 
and full moons, vessels with flying sails 
and other devices came into fashion. 
The character cf the dial is a means of 
identification. Most of the English clock- 
makers signed their work, but dates 
were scldom added. Mr. Lockwood, who 
has done for America what Litchfield 
has for England, makes some interesting 
classifications *ia regard to dial. orna- 
ments. The corner devices—‘‘spandrels”’ 
~hbave been divided into three genera] 
classes. The earliest were heads of 
cherubs with outstretched wings: next 
followed cherubs supporting crowns, and 
later came more complicated heraldic 
ornaments. Brass diais continued in 
popularity until painted and enameled 
dials replaced them.

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- How to Deal With 
the Clothes Moth | 


tl cay 


T this season of the year the tiny, 
yellowish moth which is seen oc- 
vasionally flitting about the light 

at night is an indication to the house- 
keeper that clothes moths are begin- 
ning their work of destruction. [n 
other words, eggs laying by these little 
moths is now under way, and within a 
month the eating of woolens and furs 
by the tiny caterpillars coming from 
these eggs may be anticipated. 

The moths which are thus attracted 
to the lamps at night or fly away froin 
garments or portieres when these are 
handled, do not themselves eat any- 
thing and could not eat if they wanted 
to, as they have no biting or chewing 
mouth parts. The destruction, as ev. 
ery housekeeper }:nows, is occasioned en- 
tirely by the tiny larvae working under- 
neath scanty webs or in the little cases 
made from particles of the garments on 
which thev ‘feed webbed together by a 
whitish silk. ’ 

As early as possible in the spring, all 
woolens, furs, etc., the use of which 
can be dispensed with, should be put 
away in safe storage for the summer. 
Before being packed away such articles 
-hould be thoroughly brushed and beaten 
and. if possible, exposed to the strong 
sunlight for several hours out of doors. 
The brushing is very important-in order 
to remove the eggs or young larvae 
which may have escaped notice. Arti- 
cles so cleaned and sunned should then 
be put away in moth-proof containers. 
Materials which can not be thus put 
away should be given the same tho- 
rough cleaning and reinspected during 
the summer, preferably every two weeks. 
In no case should such examinations be 
at intervals of greater than three weeks 
or a month. 

Woolen clothing and furs, etc., may be 
packed, away safely for the summer 
by enclosing them in several wrappings 
of paper or in v’ell-made bags of cotton 
or linen cloth or in paper sacks, which 
can be tied or ctherwise securely fasi- 
ened, to prevent ingress of the moths. 
In these packages can be placed suci 
repellemts as tobacco dust, camphor, 
naphthalene cones or balls, and cedar 
chips, etc. The odors of these sub- 
Stances are disagreeable to the paren¢ 
moths and act as a repellent, but they 
will not kill eggs or larvae, which may 
be enclosed in the packages. Hence the 
necessity of the thorough-going clean- 
ing and airing prior to packing away. 
The same precautions are needed with 
cedar chests and wardrobes. ! 

The best means of protection from 
clothes moths and a method now avail- 
able in all larger towns, are the refrig- 
erating rooms provided for that purpose 
in practically all storage warehouses, and 
the adoption of this rmeethod of protec- 
tion for all valuable garments or furs 
during the hot months is strongly recom- 
mended. 

Rugs or carpets put away for 
summer should be first 
cleaned on both sides and beaten and 
then wrapped up in tight rolls ‘protected 
by wrapping with tar paper. The addi- 
tional covering or baling with burlap is 
not necessary, except where the rolls or 
bales are to be transported or will re- 
quire considerable handling.

In my classes 
I tell the girls that it is well to save, 
by making their everyday hats, enough 
tu buy one good dress hat. Of course, 
such hats have a style not possible for 
an amateur to give, and every woman 
today needs such a hat.

HE Mid-Eighteenth Century saw 
T great changes in English furniture, 
which affected not only its form 
which affected not only it form 
and style, but also extended to the wood 
of which it was made. The use of wal- 
nut, as the wood most generally em- 
ployed, gave way to that of mahogany. 
The alterations in design were marked 
in the chair of the period; the typical 
chair with cabriole legs, no leg rails, 
little carving and simple back composed 
of two uprights and a plain unpierced 
center splat, which, with gundry vari- 
ations, had been in vogue since the 
reign of William III, gave way to some- 
thing much more elaborate. Especially 
was this the case with regard to the 
backs of chairs, for now the center splat 
was pierced and profusely carved, while 
the uprights and the upper cross piece 
of the back also came in for their share 
of carving and elaboration. Although 
the cabriole Jeg still continued, straight 
legs and leg rails reappeared. 

This period of furniture takes its name 
from a certain cabinetmaker namej 
Chippendale, who flourished in St. Mar- 
tin’s Lane, London, during the middle 
of the Eighteenth Century, and whose 
famous book, ‘‘The Gentleman and Cab- 
inetmakers Director,’ attained wide- 
spread fame. 

Chippendale quaintly sets forth at the 
beginning of the book that it is. ‘‘cal- 
culated to Inspire and Refine the present 
Taste and suited to the Fancy and Cir- 
cumstances of Persons in all Degrees of 
Life;’’ and, though one may smile at 
the phraseology, the book undoubtedly 
went far towards fulfilling its aim, for 
the designs of Chippendale, and the fur- 
niture made under his supervision, cer- 
tainly did ‘‘improve the present taste,"’ 
and marked a real advance on what had 
gone before. 

Chippendale’s chairs show several dis- 
tinct varieties of design; it may be wel! 
to state here that the amount of really 
authentic furniture, known to have ac- 
tually come from Chippendale’s own 
workshop, is comparatively small, while 
furniture, and especially chairs, which 
owe their designs more or less entirely 
to him, but were made by his contem- 
poraries, more probably than by him- 
self, are numerous, and are known as 
“Chippendale chairs.’ Of course, indi- 
vidual specimens may ve by the master 
himself, but it is hard to prove it. 

The chair shown here illustrates many 
of the distinctive features of his de- 
signs; the vase-shaped, elaborately 
pierced ani carved center splat, joining 
directly to the chair seat, is a marked 
Chippendale characteristic, and so is 
the bow-shaped upper crosspiece of the 
back. The proportions of this chair 
back show all Chippendale’s unerring 
feeling for line and spacing. It will be 
noticed that there has been no sparing 
of the wood in cutting out the fine 
curves of the back; parsimony, in this 
respect, has often betrayed the origin 
of a modern imitation so-called “Chip- 
pendale chair.’ 

“Chippendale made simpler chairs than 
the one illustrated here, but he also 
made far more elaborate ones. The 
three types of his most elaborate chairs 
are: 1. Those which introduce knots and 
‘hows and flowing ends of ribbon into the 
backs, and, although ribbons may seem 
out of place in the design for a wood- 
en chair back, yet the result is really 
good in the hands of this master de- 
signer. 

Second and third come his Chinese and 
Gothic chairs, much prized by collectors; 
but, in spite of their fine workmanship, 
hardly as beautiful as the simpler de- 
signs. Chippendale borrowed ideas for 
his furniture freely, but he may be said, 
as a rule, io have improved on what he 
borrowed, and from all his combination 
and adaptation something fine general- 
ly resulted. Unlike his immediate suc- 
cessors, he made use of neither inlay nor 
paint, but relied on the beauty of the 
wood and the excellence of his designs 
to get his effects.

Also Propose Legislation. for 
Trading Control and Price Reg- 
ulation of All Foodstuffs, 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—A develop- 


ment of great importance in the war sit- 


uation was the result of a conference} 


between Secretary of Agriculture Hous- 


ton and five men representing an in- 
dustry that does a business of more than 
$1,000,000,000 a year. They were J. Ogden 
Armour, L. F. Swift, Edwin Morris, 
Thomas EB. Wilson and Edward A. Cud- 
ahy, representing the packing and beef 
monopoly. 

Invited to a conference with the head 
of the Agriculture Department, these 
men not only offered their entire re- 
sources to the Government during the 
war with Germany, but urged the pas- 
sage by Congress of legislation to give 
the Council of National Defense power 
to supervise the distribution of Yood- 
stuffs of all kind and to fix a maximum 
and minimum price for it. 

The proposal met with the approval 
of the Secretary and he will at once 
undertake the preparation of a_ Dill 
embodying their suggestion. He will 
go even further and urge upon Congress 
that power be given to him to license all 
classified food distributing agencies so 
that he and his agents can at all times 
trace the origin of movements on the 
part of middlemen and food manipu- 
lators to control the output of the vari- 
ous necessaries of life and prevent ex- 
tortion in the distribution and sale of 
them. 


Most Important War Development. 

Following the President’s proclamation 
urging upon the public the systematic 
conservation of all the resources of the 
nation, and warning middlemen who 
have in the past manipulated the distri- 
bution and sale of food products at 
enormous profits to themselves, the pro- 
position made by the Chicago packers 
was regarded as the most important 
actual development in the domestic pre- 
parations for war with Germany. 

The conference between Secretary 
Houston and the packers was arranged 
by Julius Rosenwald, a member of the, 
Advisory Committee of the Council of 
National Defense. Rosenwald is chair- 
man of the sub-committee on supplies 
of the National Council and will have 
direct charge of the problems arising 
from the purchase of food and clothing 
for the army of the United States. 

The suggestion that the Government 
take over the absolute control of food 
supplies and fix the maximum and min- 
imum prices-to be charged for them 
was voluntary on the part of the pack- 
ers. Armour is understood to have out- 
lined the plan to Secretary Houston. 
The packers themselves had discussed 
the matter in great detail before com- 
ing to Washington and even reduced it 
to concrete form. Arméur and Cudahy 
occupied less than 10 minutes in placing 
it before Secretary Houston. 


Saves $100,000,000 to Public. 

The offer made by them to cover their 
own contribution to the defense of the 
nation was to distribute the meat and 
other products handled by them on an 
equitable basis and insuring them a 
minimum of profit. It is estimated by 
one of the packers that the saving to 
the people will exceed more than $100,- 
000,000 a year. 

Secretary Houston expressed the opin- 
ion that the plen proposed by the pack- 
ers is one of the most important of the 
many schemes worked out to put the 
United States on a war footing. He said 
that the matter could be regulated by 
legislation. He does not entertain the 
slightest doubt that Congress has the 
power to confer authority upon the 
Council of National Defense to direct 
the licensing of food distributing agen- 
cies subject to regulations covering cost 
to consumers.
